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FOUND WEEK AFTER DEATH 

Missing Him a Week Neighbors Broke In 
(he front Door 

Charles Bondhauer, sixty years old 
who resided on a little farm one milu 
west of Ivnnhoe In Lake county for the 
lost five or six years, was found dead 
Saturday by neighbors who became 
fluapicious because he had not been seen 
for several days and broko down the 
dooroftho house. Bandhauer's body 
was frozen atifT, and lying on the floor 
where ho had apparently fallen from 
his chair. 

The inquest was held late Saturday 
afternoon with the result that a "death 
from natural causes*' verdict was re- 
turned by tho coroner's jury. It was 
found that Bandhauer had been sufTcr- 
ing of a cancer of tho breast but it was 
impossible to tell, whether his death 
had resulted from this cause. Ono 
thing is certain— death did not result 
from starvation or from cold as there 
was plenty of fuel and food In the 
house, 

Coroner J. L. Taylor of Liberty ville 
after making an examination of the 
body expressed the belief that Band- 
hauer had been dead at least a week. 
There is also positive proof that Band- 
hauer died before tho terrific snow 
storm of a week ago Sunday as there 
were no prints of his feet in the snow 
which surrounded the house. This 
was one of the things which led to his 
deftd t)ody being found, 

Hichard Dietz, his nextdoorneighbor, 
was the one who Hrst made the dis- 
covery. Ho had failed to see Band- 
hauer for several days and he began to 
grow suspicious. Finally he decided to 
go over to the Bandhauer house and sec 
if everything was all right. The snow 
was quite deep about the house and after 
walking about the premises Dleta was 
impressed by the fact that there were 
no foot prints as there would have been 
had Bandhauer left the house since the 
big storm of a week ago. 

MAC GUmTMIEN TALK 

Next State Senator's Friends arc, Busy 
Ihrougiiout the District 

Tho murty supporters of Attorney Paul 
MacGufTm, who will undoubtedly be 
tho next State Senator from the eighth 
district, are engaged in a campaign, 
which will they assert, show many rea- 
sons why the present incumbent, A. J. 
Olson— who would cast aside the old 
custom of no county in the district ask- 
ing for a second successive term of the 
Senatorshlp- should not be nominated. 

It is alleged that Olson broke faith 
with his co-workers In the Senate when 
he refused to report out of committee, 
the "Fence Bill" which was known as 
House Bill 540. The bill was one which 
would prevent shipping into Illinois, 
diseased cattle. Stockmen and breed- 
ers wonted the bill to become a law. 
Olson and a few , others from the dairy, 
section of the state wanted House Bill 
55, which was drawn by Shurtleff and 
preaentedby Frank Shepard, of Kane 
County passed. This was the Anti- 
Tuberculin test bill. In order to get 
bill 55 passed, the senators and repi e- 
sentatives from the dairy district sur- 
rounding Chicago, promised to vote for 
House Bill. 540, and they would have 
done so had not Olson killed it in his 
committee. The claim ia made that 
Olson's usefulness in Jhe Senate was 
positively killed by his action in tho 
above legislation. 

Another strong argument against 
Olson, is that he voted for every Deep 
Waterway bill presented, and the tax 
payers of Lake County would have had 
$216,000.00 added to their tax burdens 
if Olson had had hia way about it. The 
voters who are just now paying taxes 
are much displeased with the action of 
tho man who would have. placwl an ad- 
ditional load upon them. Lake County 
could never have received any benefit 
from a deep waterway down tho lillhois 
river, and no one will ever be able to' 
explain why this cpunty should contrib- 
ute almost a quarter of a million dollars 
to tho digging of a channel through the 
cornfields of Illinois. 

There are many other piecep.of legis- 
lation in which Olson was interested 
^ which do not prove popular and there 
are a lot of people ready to explain 
about thorn.

ESCAPE THROUGH WINDOW 



In the Absence of the famlty the Hous« 
Was Ransacked From Garret 
To Cellar 



When the two sons of Henry Oster- 
berg, 108 Lenox avenue, Waukcgan 
entered the front door of their home, at 
7:10 p. m, Sunday evening, they were 
confronted by two well-dressed young- 
men, one of whom leveled a revolver at 
them with the stern cqmmand: 

"Hold up your hands!" 

Although startled by the unexpected 
reception in their own home, one of the 
Ostcrberg boys. Instead of complying 
with the command, crouched down and 
lunging forward landed a telling blow in 
the pitof the stomach of the man who 
did not have a gun. Simultaneously, 
the other brother, taking advantage of 
tho momentary glance that the armed 
burglar cast In the direction of his 
companion, when the attack was made, 
leaped forward and ftnccecded in wrest- 
ling the gUn from his hand. 

The first robber who had been knock- 
ed down, leaped to his feet and darted 
through the door, followed by the man 
who had pointed the gun. The latter 
bad lost bla hat. and also his gun in the. 
struggle. The police are using these 
clews and hope to be able to locate the 
fellows as a result of them. 

After diirting out of the housa one 
of the robbers ran south on Lenox ave- 
nue toword the woods, while the other 
ran west on May street. 

The Osterberg boys got a pretty good 
description of the fellows and they say 
that they would be able to recognize 
them again if the opportunity should 
present itself. One of the men is des- 
cribed as being ruthci' tall, while the 
other wos consiUorably shorter. The 
taller waa of a slim build while the 
other was a little stouter. The shorter 
man who had the gun, Is described as 
being the older of the two, appearing 
to be about thirty-five or forty years 
bid. Both men wore gray overcoats. 

Tho hat which the armed robber lost 
waa an imported English gray hat of 
felt, costing probably about ^,00. It 
was purchased atone of the stores con- 
ducted by Arthur Feilchenfeld of Chi- 
cago. The gun which he carried was a 
,38 calibre A. J. Aubery XXX. 

An investtgotion of the house re- 
vealed the fact that the robbers ap- 
parently had completed their search and 
were ready to dupart when the arrival 
of the two young men upset their plans. 
They got away with a gold watch and 
a gold ring. 

The police were notified at once last 
night and were on the scene a few min- 
utes later. An extenst^yo search was 
made, but no one ansering the descrip- 
tion of the two bold robbors could be 
located. The only hope of getting them 
now oppcara to be through the hat 
which one of them lost orby meana . of 
the gun. The hat clue is considered by 
for thebetter of the two. 

The Osterberg, boys are given groat 
credit for the fearlessness they dis- 
played in' attacking and routing the 
burglar, even when they were covered 
by a revolver. The robbors apparently 
did not expect the attack and were 
taken oft their guard somewhat. 



NEW AGITATION IS RAISED 



County Treasurer Wcstcrficld Launches 
New Movement 

Asa result of the movement launched 
by County Treasurer Carl P. Wester- 
field at the convention of county treas- 
iirera of the state nt Decatur, on Feb. 
28-9, a supremo effort ia to be made by 
the county trcasurors all over the state 
to got the legislature to repeal the law 
making It Impossible for county treas- 
urers to succeed themselves. Mr, West- 
erfield made a spi^Ued address to the 
convention In which he said he thought 
it was obviously unfair that other county 
oflicials can succeed themsolvea, as 
many times as they can get tho people 
to elect them while a county treasurer 
cannot hold two successive terms. 

The suggestion met withinstantfavor 
and several other county treasurers 
were upon their feet In a moment en- 
dorsing the plan suggested by Mr. 
Westerfield. As a result of tho general 
discussion which followed It was de- 
cided to have a legislative committee 
appointed by the secretary of the as- 
sociation and take immediate action 
toward having the present law re- 
pealed. 1^ 

The law at tho present time applies 
not only to county treasurers but to 
sherifTs as well. Neither of ttiese of- 
ficers is allowed to succeed himself.' 

Mr. Westerfield when asked about 
the matter declared that he has learned 
that the law with regard to these two 
officers was passed a number of years 
ago after several graft scandals had 
been uncovered: -■ ... 

He said the matter waa taken up with 
thestatf) legislature, it being pointed 
out that by makitig it imposBlble for a 
county treasurer to succeed himself tliat 
it would not be possible for him to hide 
possible defalcations for a nember of 
years. With' regard to the sheriff mat- 
ter, he said that there are counties in 
which the sheriff acts as tax collector 
and has to handle much money. Thus 
the same argument would apply In his 
case as in the case of the county trcas- 
urtr.

now. He says that it ^is not fair to 
allow a county clork or. a county re- 
corder, or any other of the county of- 
ficers to succeed themselves just as 
many times as they can and make it 
impossible for a county treasurer or a 
sherrifT to do the same thing. He 
thinks that ff the state assu^tion of 
connty treasurers succeeds m getting 
the legislature to pass a new law and 
ropeal the old law that it will apply to 
eherifTs as well as county treasurers.

Taps sounded for the life of Nahum 
Lamb, 70 years ot age, Friday morning 
at 7 o'clock, and the sound of the lost 
trumpet rounded out a life of seventy 
years spent entirely within the confines 
of Lake county, and in fact on one 
farm. • 

Nahum Lamb was without a doubt 
oiieof the best known men in Lake 
county. He was born seventy years 
ago on the farm at the cross roads, 
known 'aa Lamb's corners, in Warren 
township, just west of Gurnee. His 
father had obtained the farm by a grant 
from the government, and there 
reared his family. 

Upon the death of his father, many 
years ago, Nuhum Lumb took charge of 
the farm, and with the exception of the 
three years spent in the army during 
the civil war, has lived constantly on 
the place. 

He is survived by his wife and one 
son, Ney. He was a veteran of the 
civil war, a member of the famous 96th 
Illinois regiment. At the battle of 
Resoka, Ga., he was shot in the hand 
and Iatet\sustaincd a loss of that mem- 
ber.

The route 
lies through the villages of Gurnee, 
KuBsell, Half Day, Libertyville, Wheel- 
ing and Niles Center, connecting with 
Milwaukee avenue in Chicago. 

The chairman of the good roads com- 
mittee of the Chicago Auto club, Allen 
S. Ray, was present at the meeting and 
aided in, sending the proposed *roud to 
the west. The lake shore cities, while 
they are entirely out of the route, may 
be easily reached by cross roods and 
these roads leading into tho larger 
cities will also be improved under the 
management of the route. 

Part of the route will be improved 
during the coming summer, and the 
work win be rushed as rapidly as poss- 
ible. A barbecue bus been planned to 
take ploce at Russell, where the road 
crosses the state line, on tho day the 
route is ofBcIally declared open. 

Sign boards will be placed along the 
route, to direct the autolsts on the way. 
At the cross road other signs will be 
erected, telling what cities they lead 
to. Slight changes in the route may be 
made, but In the main the route will lie 
as mapped out.

One of the boldest daylight robberies 
that ever has been perpetrated m Wau- 
kegon. took place Saturday morning at 
10 o'clock when two men, at the point - 
of a gun, held up and robbed the saloon 
of Stanley Krywicki, G22 Market street. 
They got away with $150 which Kry- 
wicki had kept on hand to cash checks 
in case any should be presented, The- 
men fled in the direction of the Elgin^ 
Joliet and Eastern railroad tracks and 
all efforts on the part of the police to 
get any trace of them has been futile 
up to the present time. 

Good fortune seem^ to smile upon 
the bold robbers for their daring holdup 
occurred at a time when there were no 
customers in the place and when Kry- 
wicki*8 wife was tending bar in the ab- 
sence of her husband. 

When the two men entered the place 
Mrs. Kriwicki waa aUnding behind the 
bar.. The fellows glanced about the 
room andsaw that there were noother 
occupants. Without further ceremony 
one of the. men slippedJiia hand intahia- 
overcoat pocket When it was with- 
drawn it gripped Ta gun which was :poin- 
ted at the now thoroughly frightened 
woman. 

••Hold up your hands," was the stem 
command. 

The woman trembling obeyed. 

"Give us your money," waa the next 
command. 

The woman speaks very little Eng- 
lish, but she managed in telling the 
robber that she had no money — that 
there was none in the place. 

"We'll see about that," said the feU 
low and while his companion continued 
to point the gun at the woman's head, 
he stepped behind the bar and pulling 
open a drawer removed a roll of bills 
containing 5150, It was in tliis act that 
the robber showed some familiarity 
with the place, as he paid little atten- 
tion to the cash register which stood 
nearby, walking directly to the drawer 
where Krywicki always keeps his large 
sums of money, The'roll of bills waa 
stuffed in his pocket and the two men 
then opened the door and hurried across 
the street The woman looking through 
the window, saw^them disappeor be* 
tween sonje freight cars. A few mo- 
njents later, her husband appeared on 
the scene and when' informed of the 
robbery haotily called the police. 

A search was made of the railroad 
yards, including the inside of severar 
box cars, but no trace was secured of 
any men who answered the meager des- 
cription given by the woman. No one 
apparently had seen the men make their 
escape. 

The only theory that seems reason- 
able is that the men boarded a freight 
train and made their way out of- tho 
city as fast as possible. It is possible 
also that the men had just arrived on a 
train and thought that-they would pick 
iup some easy money before leaving 
town. 1 

Krywicki thought that perhaps the 
fellows might make an attempt to hold 
up other saloons in the same manner 
and telephoned to several saloons on 
Market street, warning them to be on 
their guard and to hold any men who 
answered the description of the fellows 
who had entered hia place. 

On any other day but Saturday Kry- 
wicki would have had but a >mall 
amount of money in the cash drawer, eo 
early in the morning, but on Saturday 
he often is culled upon to cash pay 
checks and he left the money in the 
drawer for that purpose..

Tho only way to determine whether 
a seed car will produce Is to test it. 
Herein lies tho importance of tho 
breeding plot where all tho seed ears 
are subjected to a performance test as 
regards their yielding capacity, and 
only those are chosen for further prop- 
agation that actually prove themselves 
to bo tho most productive. 

As showing the effectlvenesB of the 
breeding plot, an increase of 0,5 bush- 
els of com per acre was obtained as 
the reault of four years of breeding at 
the Nebraska experiment stallou, 
where seed from the breeding plot was 
compared with that produced from the 
same original stock but not bred. 

The question then nrlscs, shall every 
farmer become a com breeder for tho 
sake of this Improvement? Not neces- 
sarily BO, any more than that every 
farmer should becomo a breeder of 
pedlgi-eod live stock. But although 
every farmer may not be a corn breed- 
er hirascir. he should be vltnlly Inter* 
ostcd In the matter. Some Individual, 
however. In every community ought to 
have this interest especially at heart 
and ought to be conducting a breeding 
plot for the Improvement of corn for 
his locality for tho benefit of himself 
and his neighbors, nnd In this enter- 
prise he ought to have the support In 
tho way of Interest and sympathy. If 
not the patronage of every progres- 
sive fanner In that community. 



FEEDING VALUE OF 
SOME FARM CROPS

The object of the dairy farmer, so 
far as the crop side of his work la 
concemed, should bo to raise those 
crops that wIH produce tho largest 
number of pounds of digestible nutri- 
ents per acre and at the samo llmo 
make a palatable and weir balanced 
ration for dairy cows.

ic basis for determining which crops 
should be raised. 

On good, well drained land, corn and 
alfalfa will produce from two to four 
times OS much digestible nutrients 
per acre as any ot the other crops 
commonly raised on tha farm and, in 
addition to this, are palatable and well 
adapted to tho feeding of dairy cows. 
It Is not neoesBary to encourage form- 
ers of the central west to grow corn, 
aa this is already grown extenslvolyj 
but tho serious difficulty with moat 
dairymen Is that they UBually grow 
timothy hay, millet, or some crop of 
that kind to Bupploment the corn. The 
reault Is that the com, already high 
in carbohydrates, when supplomonted 
with such a crop as timothy hay nocos- 
sltatcB'tho feeding and nearly always 
the purchaBO of large amounts of high- 
priced feed rich In protein to balance 
the ration. 

Alfalfa produces over ton times as 
much digestible 'protein per acre as 
does timothy and has still another 
value "of hehig much moro palatable 
and keeping tho cow'b system In .bet- 
tor physical condition. 

A yield of four tone' of alfalfa hay 
will furnish 4,400 pounds of digestible 
nutrients contahilng 480 pounds of di- 
gestible protein per acre; this Is as 
much 09 la tontained in an e^tial 



While the best results are to bo ex- 
pected from tho use of the ByBtomatIo 
breodmg plot, there Is much Improve- 
ment to bo gained In good flold selec- 
tion as compared with the ordinary 
way of picking the Boed corn out ot 
tho crib. In the selection of seed com 
much Imiwrtanco has been attached 
to the appearance of tho car and too 
little consideration given to tho plant 
that bears the oar. It should be ro- 
mcmbcred that the characters of tho 
plant afe^Just as certainly transmitted 
tlirough the Bccd as arc those ol tho 
ear. On this account seed corn should 
be selected In tho field from the stand- 
ing plants, nnd early enough so that 
tho conditions of maturity can bo ta- 
ken into account. This method makes 
It possible alBo to take Into considera- 
tion certain deslrablo characteristics 
of tho plant, such as size of stalk, 
height at which the ear Ib borne, iwst- 
tlon of the ear, whether upright or 
drooping, and, what Is of great Impor- 
tance, something of tho environment 
under which tho plant Is produced. 
Other things being equal, only plants 
growing In a full stand should bo 
chosen. 

In a Carefully conducted test com- 
paring the productiveness of seed so- 
loctcd in this way from tho plant, with 
that selected from the crib, tho Ohio 
experiment station made an IncreaBO 
of 3.25 bushels per acre, this being the 
result of a single year In which no con- 
tinued breeding is Involved. 

weight of bran. If every acre of al- 
falfa will save tho purchase of four 
tons of bran or an equal amount of 
similar feed. Is not the growing of 
this crop worth considering? An acre 
of good corn will furnish 40 pounds 
of silage for a cow per day for 500 
days, and an acre of alfalfa will fur- 
nish 10 pounds of hay for a cow per 
day for BOO days. This makes a good 
ration for a cow producing 22 pounds 
of milk per day or 7,000 pounds per 
year. This means that on acre of 
corn put |nto the _sIlo and nn aero of 
alfalfa niado Uito'hay VlirsuppoVt a 
cow 500 days, or It will require, onlj 
1.37 acres of land to support a cow 
a year on a ration composed of thoso 
crops, while 1.37 acres of blue grass 
pasture will support the same cow 
only 78 days, or about ono-llfth as 
long. This would Indicate that on 
hlgh-prlccd tillable laud where It Is 
desired lo^ practice intensive methods,, 
corn nnd alfalfa should bo largely 
grown and that k'osture acreage 
should be reduced to a minimum. 

To show the great value and" econ- 
omy of corn silage and alfalfa as feed 
for dairy cows th* department of 
dairy husbandry^ fed twelve grade 
cowb on a ration composed entirely of 
those feeds for penuas varying from 
eighteen months to over two years, no 
grain being fed during this time. Tho 
allage was mado from fairly heavily 
eared corn.

Tho best rubber In the world comos 
from tho valley of tho Amazon, and la 
known as Para, so called after the city 
which Is the principal gatoxvay of ex- 
more horrible by Its semblance to wa- ' port. This region la densely forested 
tor, yet never toraptlng them to stray and Intersocled by a myriad of rlvorfl. 
nalde. After tho first mllo convoraa- [ ^ has a soil of Incomparable richness, 
tlon ceased, tho men riding grimly, j la watered by never-falling ralna and 
silently forward, Intent only on cov- j warmed by tho equatorial sun.

comes froiu tho far east costs on tho 
averago about 25 cents a pound and 
sells for $1.75 a pound. Of late yeara 
a great deal of this low ^rado rubber 
has, come from tho guayule plant, a 
shrub which grows In the desert up- 
lands of Mexico. Its thiclc barl^ con- 
tains about 10 per cent, of rubber. 
Certain Gc;man a and Americans aft- 
er many experiments, have perfected 
machinery to extract this rubber gum, 
and have succeeded In adding about 
22,000.000 pounds to the world's prod- 
uct of crude rubber. 

Thero are ten "rubber trusts" In the 
world. Five of them are In the United 
States, three In Germany, one In Hus- 
sla and one In Italy. They represent 
amalgamations of some fifty of tho 
rubber factories of the world. There 
are still about 450 that are not amal- 
gamated. 

India rubber first come to the Unit- 
ed States in 1800, but although a pat- 
ent la recorded as early as 1813 for 
making an elastic varnish out of tho 
Btrango new product, nothing seems to 
have come of It until 1823, when a 
Boston ^ea captain brought back with 
hi m from South America a pair of 
fantastically glided rubber boots. On 
bis next voyage ho returned with 
more, which he sold at f5 a pair. It

was not until Charlea Goodyear dls* 
covered how to vulcanize rubber that 
the rubber Industry amounted to any- 
thing. 

The Impression that a visitor to a 
rubber goods factory carries away 
with him Is one of a lot of rollers that 
seem to bo doing nothing but tearing 
to pieces and rolling up Into shape, 
over and over again, the rubber as It 
develops from its crude to Its final 
composition. Some rollers ore cold, 
eome oro hot; some ore wet. some 
are dry; some fitted with calenders 
that Impress a pattern on the finished 
sheets, and otbera seem little more 
than laundry machines. Crude rub- 
ber haa to bo cleaned. It Is softened 
In bolUnff water for an hour or ao 
and then run between two rolls, ono 
of whlcji revolves a little faster than 
tho other. Over both of thoso there 
plays a steady stream of water. 

Tho rubber comes out In long, fiat 
sheets and Is carried Into drying 
rooms, where the-oir Is kept In con- 
stiant motion by fans. Every bit of 
moisture muat be removed, and. this 
takes sometimes as much aa two 
weeks. When throughly dried tho 
rough sheets go to other machines, 
from which they emerge aott and 
smooth. After having been thoroughly 
rolled tho rubber la compounded with 
various ingrodlents. litharge and whit- 
ing, being tho two commonest Then 
it Ib sent under Btlll other rollers and 
kneaded and worked together Into a 
homogeneous mass. If the rubber Is 
combined -wltb a textile fabric tho rub- 
ber and cotton cloth go through' an- 
other Beriea of .rollers, entering, sotiar- 
ately, but coming out as one.

SECRETIVE MEN OF ACTION 

World's MbBt Able Soldlera and States- 
men Avene to Sharing Thoughts 
With Others.., 

Waahlngton'a reaervo made him stiff, 
formal and 111 at ease In company, but 
It alBO prevented hla plans from being 
betrayed to' the enemy and tho coun- 
try from being deceived by his prom- 
iaoa. 

William the Silent was frugal of 
words, because a reserve that con- 
cealed his designs, even from those 
acting with him. waa neceauary to the 
Independence of the Netherlanda. 

The most dramatic of silent men 
waa WallenHtcIn, the antagonlat of 
Qustavus Adolphus and the command- 
er of the emperor's nnnlea In the Thlr 
ty Years' War. He Inslated tha^ the 
deepest alienee should rialgti around 
blm. His ofllcers took care that no 
loud conversation should disturb their 
general. They knew a chamberlain 
had been hanged for waking him with- 
out orders _and an offlcer who would 
wear clanking spurs In the command* 
er's presence had been secretly -put to 
death. In the rooms of Wallcneteln's 
palace the servants gilded as 
if phantoms and a dozen sentl;^ 
nels moved around his tent charged* 
to secure the alienee the gen- 
eral demanded. Chains were stretched 
across the streets and roads 
In order to guard him against the dls- 
turhnnce of sounds. Wallenstein'a taci- 
turnity and love of silence that caused 
him to bo Irritated at the slightest 
noise were due to his constitutional 
temperament. He never smiled, he 
ne\er asked advice from anyone, and 
he could not endure to be gazed at, 
even when giving an ord6r. The sol- 
diers when he crosaed the camp pre- 
tended not to see him, knowing that a 
serious look would bring them punish- 
ment.

U Ih 
anld that he put bin bolnttr to bod in- 
stead of hlmnelf, bid in nn obscure 
corner of tho fortrosH until nightfull, 
and then, having obtained a dla- 
Rulse by the help of hla orderly, was 
allowed to walk out of tlio main 
prlHon Kttto. 

He crosaod tho frontier to Poland 
and returned to Franco by way of 
Austria and Italy. 

General ZurllnUen waa another pris- 
oner who got out of his prison at 
Olbgan in Slleala, on Clirlstmaa eve 
Ho made his way In dlsgulae through 
Berlin, I'Ynnkfort and Karlsruhe to 
Basel, a feast which waa not dlfllcult 
for him, ae» being an sAlsatlan, ho 
spoke German quite aa^ well as his 
jailers. 

Thirdly, we may note tho experi- 
ences of M. Paul Deroulede. who es- 
caped from Drealau, and It Is piqttant 
to recall that that vehement anti- 
Semite dld^ not disdain to disguiso 
himself as a Polish Jew. He was very 
nearly betrayed by a peasant whom 
ho had bribed to guide him Into Bo- 
hemia; but he drew his knlTo with a 
ferocious gesture undl the peasant 
changed his mind, with the reault 
that M. Deroulede saw tho final fights 
of the war as a sub-lieutenant of Tur- 
cos.

WnBliIngtoii, D. 0. — Prcsldont 
has IsBiicd a uoto of warning. In 
tbo hUhiio of a prooliiniatlon, to Amorl- 
coa cIttzcUB to rerrain from eutcring 
Mexico and those resident there to 
loave whea condlllons throaton to be- 
come Intolerable. Tho gravity of tho 
situation In Mexico caused the move. 
Tho doclslou to Issue sticU a warniug 
wan reached at a apodal cabinet meet- 
ing, 

j Tho proclaniatioti was augmented 
Iby a telegram addressed by the atato 
department to Ambassador Wilson In 
tho City of Mexico. Tho ambassador 
was Instructed to inform Americana 
In peril there to withdraw across the 
border, leaving their effects !n the 
care of tho nearest United States con- 
jsul. Copies of the telegram were 
jsent also to all consular agents. 

The proclamation, which is seen as 
an expression of this country's Inten- 
jtlon to avoid by every possible means 
lany chanco of Intervention, tells of the 
Idlsturbanco In Mexico and points to 
jtho laws of neutrality. It then con- 
jtlnues: 

! "I, William Howard Taft, proaldont 
tof the United States of America, do 
thereby admonish all citizens to ab- 
tetaln from every violation of tho laws 
florelnbcforo referred to, and do here- 
py warn them that all violations of 
Bucb laws will be rigorously prosecut- 
ed; and I hereby enjoin upon all ofH- 
cers of tho United States charged 
[with tho execution of such laws the 
jutmost diligence la preventing vlola- 
Itlons thereof and In bringing to trial 
and punishment any offenders against 
the same; and Qnally I hereby give 
notlco that all peraons owing allegl- 
ance to tho United States who may 
,take part In the disturbances now ex- 
iting In aiexlco, unless In the necea- 
«ary defense of their persons or prop- 
erty, or who shall otherwise engage In 
acta subversive of tho tranquility of 
that country, will do so at their peril 
and that they can In nowise obtain 
any protection from the government 
|of the United States against tho ap- 
propriate legal consequences of their 
acts, Insofar as such consequences are 
In accord with cQUItablo justice and 
humanity and the enlightened prlncl- 
iples of International law."

Those officials met and decided, 
without dissent, that tho question waa 
not a political one and could be mot 
by the men In command of the foreign 
military forces here. This was done. 
As effective patrols na possible will 
be maintained. 

The rioting began when the eoldlera 
mutinied, set flre to a number of 
buildings and then began looting 
from house and house. They were 
Joined by the rabble. Shops and 
banka In all tho Important streets 
wero looted and some of them were 
wrecked. 

In order to Intlmldato tho populace 
the soldiers- kept up a continual g^n 
flre. Only- a few police remained 
loyal, and they were outnumbered and 
powerleaa to suppresa the disorders. 

No less than fourteen ilrcs were 
raging slmultaneoualy in varloua parts 
of the city. The soldiers hroko Into 
the Pel Yang mint which waa aet on 
flre. 

Tho German consul dispatched a 
guard to protect Gemmn realdonts In 
-the city, composed chiefly of the en- 
gineering staff of the Tlentaln-Pukow 
railway. 

A German doctor named Schreeter, 
who entered the city to assist German 
friends, waa shot dead by looting aol- 
dlera. • 

Brltiah troops are guarding the tall- 
road which runs from this city to 
Peking. At Fengtal 1.500 Chinese 
troops were drawn up in position to 
block traffic. They dispersed when- 
confronted by 700 British troops, who 
were ready for Immediate action. 



SUFFRAGEHES JAILED

MRS. PANKHURST AND TWO OTH- 
ER8 GIVEN 60 DAYS, 

London Prosecutor, Citing Estlmatea 

of Damage Done, Declares Time of 

Clemency Has Ended. 

London.— Mrs. Emmelino Pankhurat, 
Mra. Turkes and Mra. Marshall, the 
three leadora of tho window-smaahing 
campaign by which tho auftragettes la- 
moat aucceeded In terrorizing the Lon- 
don tradesmen, were sentenced each 
to two months' Imprisonment 

On the delivery of tho sentence Mrs. 
Panlthrust declared aho Intended to 
go farther when she camo out of pris- 
on, and that tlie suffragettes were pre- 
pared to go to the fullest limit About 
30 caaea were dlapoaed of, but most 
of tho 124 women arrested were com- 
mitted for trial at tho London sesslona, 
as tho damage committed by each ex- 
ceeded $25. 

The attorney for tho prosecution an- 
nounced to the court that the total 
damage done by tho suffragettes In 
their stone-throwing maulfcatatlona 
waa estimated at |25.000. Considera- 
tion hitherto shown them could no 
longer bo allowed, he said. The 
benches were occupied by sympathiz- 
ers with tho storekeepers, whose prem- 
Ises had suffered damage. The sen- 
tencea of tho three loaders were re- 
ceived with applause. 

Government recognition ot tho de- 
mands of the 7G0,00D coal minors and 
tho rebuffs of the women precipi- 
tated the attack. 

The police wore taken unaware, 
and before they were ablo to muster 
their forces and restrain the women 
streets were covered with ahattered 
plate glass from tho show windows of 
atorea. 

It waa a window-breaking expedi- 
tion solely, and a thoroughly organ- 
ized one.
